IAPAN AND BRITAIN 


PROLONG ALLANEE 
FOR TERM OF YEAR 


It If Asserted That Pro- 
visions of Treaty Are in 
Accord With Principles 
of League Covenant.

London, July 13.—Great Britain 
and Japan have notified the league 
of nations that they have prolonged 
their treaty alliance for a year, ac- 
cording to The Daily Mail, at the 
same time pointing out that the 
terms of the treaty are in accord 
with the principles of the league. 

The reason for the prolongation 
of the treaty, according to The 
Mail; is that Great Britain has 
not yet had an opportunity to con- 
sult with the dominions regarding 
a revision of the treaty, which is 
necessitated by the elimination of 
German influence in the Far Hast.

\ Lewis J. Baley, chief of the Gulf 
district of the bureau of investiga- 
tion of the department of justice, 
comprising the southern states, said 
Monday that his men were making 
thorough investigations into the 
prices of coal from the time it left 
the coal fields until it was in the 
possession of the ultimate con- 
sumer. 
Are Probing Prices. 
“The price of coal is being inves- 


tigated in every transaction from 
the mine to the fireplace,” said Mr. 
Baley, “and orders from headquar- 
ters are that any instances of of- 
iteering disclosed must be prose- 
cuted.” 

It was indicated Monday that, al- 
though the Fulton county fair price 
commission has authorized an in- 
crease in the retail price of coal 
to $15.75 a ton, a decided drop from. 
this figure may be expected. It 
was the opinion of Atlanta coal 
dealers Monday that the. railroad, 
situation would be nearer ngrmal 
in a few weeks and that plenty of 
cars will: soon be available. 

Mayor Key declared Monday that 
he and a committee from. council 
would probably investigate the coal 
Situation here, but that no definite 
plans had been made. 


‘Will Review Situation. 


Eugene R. Black, president of the 
chamber of commerce, said that a 
meeting of the board of directors 
of the chamber of commerce would 
be called soon to review the coal 
and railroad situation. 

“Last year,’ said President Black, 
“the chamber of commerce was in- 
strumental in securing the prefer- 
ential shipment of coal to Atlanta, 
and we will exert exgty effort to 
secure the same antage this 
year. The chamber of commerce is 
vitally interested in seeing the bad 
situation helped out, and will do 
whatever we can_to bring plenty of 
coal here, at a proper price.” 

James W. Austin, assistant fair 
price commissioner, who is direct- 
ing the affairs of the commission 
in the absence of .Commissioner 
John A. Manget, said Monday that 
as far as his office was concerned, 
there were no new developments in 
the situation.

Jackson, Miss., July 12.—The 
State supreme court today affirmed 
sentence of death in the case of 
Charles Marshall, convicted of kill- 
ing Bob Miller and three members 
of his family at Amory. Miss., and 
setting firetotheir home. Marshall 
will be executed August 20. In re- 
viewing the, case the court charac- 
terized the crime as “one of fiendish 
8 agen unparalleled in the ml 

history of the state” 

The chief witness against Sears 
shall was Pearl Ma Miller, 14 
years old, .only survivor of the 
Miller family. She testified she 
Saw Marshall enter the house late at 
night, when the victims were 
asleep. She hid behind a door and 
then crawled into an attic, from 
which, she said, she saw Marshal 
kill her father, sister and an infant 
daughter of the last named, and said 
to be Marshall’s own child. The 
first three were shot to death, and 
the child was killed by a blow on 
the head as it crawled across a 
floor.

Decision in Favor of the 

Former Boss of Tam- 
many Is Rendered by 
Florida — 


West Palm Beach, Fla., July 12.— 
Richard Croker, former Tammagyy 
chief, was adjudged mentally com- 
petent to handle his affairs in a 
decision here today in. which 
Judge Donnell dismissed the in- 
junction proceedings “brought by 
Howard Croker, son of the New 
Yorker. 

The son had sought to have ‘his 
father and his step-mother barred 
from disposing of the elder 
Croker’s Florida property, esti- 
mated at nearly a million dollars, 
and had . contended through his 
counsel that the former Tammany 


iexGer was not fit mentally to czre 
for his affairs. In dismissing the 
suit and uphoiding. the conaterztions 
of the defendant, Judge Donaell 
eesessed the costs against the son. 

The elder Croker declined to dis- 
cuss the case tonight, saying he 
had not read the text of tire de- 
cision. He stated that he and Mrs. 
Croker would leave fcr New York 
Tuesday night, and will saii: Satur- 
day for Ireland. Tuaeir trip across 
had been postponed by the trial. 

Regarding the elder Croker’s 
mentality, the court said: “The 
manner and demeanor of Richard 
Croker, Sr., in the court and on the 
witness stand clearly suggested a 
man in full control of his faculties. ’ 
His memory is no doubt impaired, 
yet he remembers dates and trans- 
actions rather accurately.” 

“Richard Croker,” the court add- 
ed, “has disposed of much of his 
property to his ware, and has not 
for many years given any of his 
property to his children, but if this 
is his choice, and he is competent 
to manage his affairs, it certainly 
cannot be stopped in a court of 
equity. The right of a property 
owner to make his own disposition 
of his holdings is jealously guard- 
ed by our law.” 

Whether the son would appeal to 
a higher court could not be learned

What officers believe was the 
source of thousands of gallons of

Rheims, France, July 12.— 
France will demand enforcement

PT. Rutland, Vt, July 12.—Governor- 


Clement today issued a proclamation 
refusing to call the legigtature in 
special session’ to fmiake 
ratification of the federal amend- 
for woman suffrage. 

The governor’s proclamation fol- 
lows a conference he had at Wash- 
ington recéntly with Senator Har- 
ding, at which, It is understood, the 
republican presidential nominee dis- 
cussed with him the possibility of 
having ratification ‘completed by 
the republican legislature of Ver« 
mont. of 

In giving his reasons for refusing 
again to call a special sessten, Gov- 
enor Clement said the proposed 
amendment clearly invades the con- 
stitution of Vermont; that the pres- 
ent’ legislature was elected before 
the question of ratifying the federal 
amendment had arisen, and that the 
people of the state have had no 
opportunity to express themselves 
on the issue. The governor pro- 
posed that the matter be taken up 
by the next legislature, and urged 
that candidates for election be re- 
quiréd to declare themselves on it. 

Thrust at Supreme Court. 

Governor Clement’s proclamation 
asserted that “as it stands and is 
interpreted by the supreme court

LABOR BALKING- 
AT BEING MERGED 
WITH THE 48-ERS 


Chicago, July 12.—Amalgamation 
of the labor party and committee of 
48 in a new party movement was 
threatened with failure tonight 
when the labor group adogpted an 
ultimatum giving until 10 a. m. 
Tuesday for the forty-eighters . to 
show a disposition to compromise. 

The ultimatum was proposed by 
Max S. Hayes, national chairman of 
the labor party. 

The convention decided to. pro- 
ceed tomorrow to adopt a platform 
and nominate candidates if the 
amalgamation fails. 

The ultimatum carried after an 
hour’s debate in which the 48’s lead- 
ers were criticised as “plutocratic 
philanthropists trying, to use the 
labor party as a cat’s paw.” 

The labor delegates proposed that 
if a compromise can be reached the 
two parties hold a joint session 
Tuesday night to adopt a platform 
and nominate presidential and vice 
presidential candidates. 

Delegates were skeptical that the 
get-together movement would suc- 
ceed, but efforts of the more rad- 
ical to force an immediate break 
were discouraged by the more con- 
servative. 

While the argument was at its 
height, Dudley Field Malone, former 
democratic leader and.collector of 
the port of New York, arrived at 
the convention as a representative 
of the committee of 48. 

Malone, who is also a member of 
the labor party, attempted to pla- 
cate the delegates, grown restive 
over the prospect that the conven- 
tion might last until Thursday or 
longer. He declared there were no 
insurmountable difficulties in the 
way of amalgamation. 

The convention adjourned to 9:30 
tomorrow morning after adopting 
the ultimatum to the committee of 
forty-eight.

EUGENICS BILL 
BITTERLY FOUGHT 
_BY SENATOR KEA

Holding the floor of the senate 
for more than an hour Monday 
morning, Senator Kea, of the six- 
teenth, made a ([filibustering at- 
tempt*to kill the matrimonial eu- 
genics bill of Senator Wood, of the 
twenty-first. He had the floor at 
the hour of adjournment, and de- 
clared that he would resumé his 
attack on the measure Tuesday. 

The bill, which was introduced 
by Senator Wood last session, tends 
to stop the spread of disease, and 
requires & man to secure a: doc- 
tor’s certificate stating that he is 
free of disease before he may ob- 
tain a marriage license, It came up 
for passage Monday, and will be 
taken up again when the senate 
meets Tuesday. 

Senator Kea was the only sen- 
ator to talk on the bill, and made 
a lengthy attack on it. He de- 
clared that there has been entirely 
too much reformatory legislation 
passed, and that man should be left 
to rock along as -his ancestors 
have. He also declared that the 
bill would make man and woman 
entirely too dependent upon _ the 
medical profession, and that 

were many quack doctors 

would issue the required 
health certificate regardless of the 
condition of the applicant. 

A bill was introduced by Senator 
Glenn, of the forty-third, author- 
iaing the conferring of military 
titles upon members of the state 
guard at the time of their retire- 
ment. It provides that the retired 
officers shall hold the highest rank 
held, during their service, or, if 
they’ serve. longer than twenty 
vears, one rank higher than. the 
highest during their active service. 

A joint resolution introduced by 
Senator Glenn, of the forty-third,: 
was passed relieving the Western 
and Atlantic lease commission from 
their duties, as they have finished 
the work Yssigned ‘to them. The 
powers of the lease commission are 
now conferred upon the state rail- 
road commission, and an amend- 
ment introduced to the resolution 
by President Olive prevents them 
from disposing of any of the prop- 
erty. ;

Supreme Court Rebukes

C., July 12.—The 
State supreme court, in an order 
received here today, sets aside the 
verdict of guilty and orders the re- 
lease of lj} Kelly, an aged negro, 
of Cowpens, this county, convicted 
of attempted attack on a little white 
girl, and sentenced. to ten years’ 
imprisonment. The supreme court 
says there was no evidence upon 
Which to base a conviction, In its 
order the court says: 

“When a man is. charged with 
evil. thoughts ripened into action, 
his fellow triers cannot rest judg- 
ment on their knowledge of origina! 
Sin inherent in the prisoner, else 
none of us would escape judgment. 
The evil thought, which is the orig- 
inal intent, only becomes unlawful 
when he who harbors it proceeds tv 
put it into action. The single act 
of the defendant, testified to by the 
female child, does not tend to prove 
that when he put his hand upon 
her he had a criminal intent. To so 
hold would hurt the law more than 
it would hurt the defendant. The 
judgment is reversed, with direc- 
tion yo enter a verdict of not 
guilty’

LESS OPTIMISM 


Unsettled Conditions in 
the Market, All Lines 
Weakening Except 


Steady at 8 Per Cent. 


New York, July 12.—The week 
On the stock exchange began with 
@ succcession of reactionary price 
movements which seemed to meas- 
ure the less optimistic views of 


traders in connection with latest 
financial and industrial develop- 
ments. 

Advices dealing with the steel and 
iron industry were once more dis- 
concerting because OF the increased 
freight congestion and consequent 
fuel shortage. Many special stocks, 
Such as textiles, leather -and rub-} 
bers, denoted the more - unsettled 
trend in these and kindred lines of 
business. 

As a group, rails were stronger 
and more prominent than recently, 
but buying of that division, whica 


shares, appeared to be little more 
than’a screen for liquidation of less 
favored issues. 

Oils, especially the Mexican and 
Texas stocks, motors, popular 
steels, equipments and _  shippings 
comprised the weaker issues, losing 

to 8 points. Pressure Was pro- 
nounced in the final hour, when 
shorts were most aggressive, 

The money market was under 
careful scrutiny as a result of last 
Friday’s 10 per cent rate for call 
money, and the heavy’ shrinkage of 
reserves reported by the clearing 
house. Today’s opening rate of 8 
per cent remained unchanged, any 
tendency towards ease being checked 
by relatively small offerings. 

Further gold imports, amounting 
to $3,150,000, were reported, with 
an additional engagement of $1,300,- 
000 in transit, but the foreign ex- 
change market recorded no material 
alteration of rates to London or any
